LATE RETURNS INCREASE FIGURES 


Counties Which Were Placed in the 
Doubtful Column Show Up for 
Morgan—The Good Work 
of Morgan Campaign 
Committee. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 15.—(Special.)— 
The jubilation of the Morgan supporters 
in this city over the result of the prima- 
ries in Jefferson county and through the 
state yesterday knew no bounds last nizht 

It was a very pleasant Easter 
Sunday for the majority of th@ people 
in Jefferson county and the corners of the 
city have been well crowded pretty near 
all day. with groups of people discussing 
the situation and exchanging views as to 
what caused the great victory. Senator 
Morgan was telegraphed to last night by 
scores of people. The enthusiasm of the 
men who supported him and the men 
who admire him was vociferous ‘and way 
after midnight last night there were peo- 


nor today. 


ple to be seen on the streets talking on 


the events of the day. There are but 
few people who are saying “I told you 
so,’ for while it was expected that Sen- 
ator Morgan would get the majority of 
the counties, such victories as were re- 
ported last night were not expected. 

The returns which are being received 
today are not changing the first estimates 
much, nor are there any fears that the 
horseback mails will bring in any gloomy 


news. 

Governor Johnston has not been quoted. 
He made a most desperate effort, it is 
admitted. and though he failed in one 
of the intentions, it is stated that there 
are still two ways for him to reach the 
United States senate and he might take 
one or both of them. However, the. Mor- 
gan supporters fear no result of any in- 
tention the governor might put to prac- 
tice. 

Many congratulations are being tender- 
ed Captain Frank §S. White, chairman, 
and R. E. L. Neil, secretary of the Mor- 
gan campaign committee. ‘nese gentiemcn 


worked tirelessly and constantly. They 
were bent on victory, their efforts were 
never relaxed from the start to the fin- 
ish, and they struck the iron whole 
it was in the fire. Captain White has 
demonstrated to the state that he is one 
of the finest political managers in Ala- 
bama. He showed grit and he went at a 
tough proposition with a determination 
that mas interesting to watch. He not 
only suggested and placed gen on the 
stump for Senator Morgan, but himself 
went to the field and his able argument 
was heard in more places than two or 


three. 

Secretary Neil was at the office day in 
and day out. He was there night after 
night, and there was much work to do 
and he performed this labor with a stout 
heart mindful of the interest at stake 
and also with a determination. The suc- 
cess of the campaign is due to no little 
extent to these two men. To them is due 
almost entirely the mapping out of the 
campaign and the successful carrying our 
thereof. Working against a strong ma~ 
chine in the power of the opponent, they 
strived steadily and got to the hearts of

All the United States was interested in 
the outcome of the campaign and many 
ad the first estimates 
this morning of the result of the primaries 
in Alabama yesterday. While there were 
many people out of Alabama who did 
not believe that. there was any chance 
whatever of the defeat of Senator Morgan, 
there were some who thought from the 
accounts which were going out of the en- 
ergetic work being done by the governor 
that there might be a slip and, of course, 
last night wired to this point for all pos- 
sible information on the subject. 

Senator Morgan has but to come to 
Alabama and to Birmingham to receive 
his ovation. The people spoke yesterday 
of the esteem they hold for him, and now 
It is desired that he come to the state 
and witness for himself the feelings that 
Prevail in the commonwealth for him. 


Morgan’s Majority Increases. 

It appears from the returns that are 

coming in that estimates made before the 
Primaries are being verified and greater 
Tesults are being made known. Counties 
Which were included in the doubtful col- 
umn show big majorities for the sena- 
tor, while counties which were partially 
conceded to the governor show majorities 
for the senator. The victory seems to 
have been complete. When the governor 
returns to Montgomery tomorrow morn- 
ing he will have the satisfaction of know~ 
ing that he dared to run against a popular 
Man for one of the highest positions in 
the land. He will havé the satisfaction of 
nowing that he caused a greater political 

Campaign for and against him than was 
ever waged in the state. He will also 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 


all of the credit of the work he did was. 


done by himself without a state chair- 
Man, but with earnest supporters in each 
county,

St. Clair, with one representative, which 
was the only county credited to Governor 
Johnston in last night’s report, has fallen 
into the Morgan column, leaving John- 
ston a gopse egg as the result of the 
elections held in fiftyefour counties yes- 
terday. In the light of these returns 
Johnston is the worst beaten man who 
ever fought in the political arena of Ala- 
bama. 

Senator Morgan will have 116 of the 120 
democratic votes in the general assembly. 

Samford, for gOvernor, may go to the 
State convention with a majority of the 
delegates. as the returns indicate that he 
Swept the state with the exception of a 
few counties.

SAMFORD MAY BE DEFEATED 


In the Convention by a Combination 
Against Him. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 15.—(Special.)— 
The returns from the five or six counties 
in Alabama which were omitted from The 
Constitution’s report today of the demo- 
cratic primaries held in this state, only 
add the more to Senator Morgan’s victory. 
If all of the democratic nominees should 
be elected, the senator would have about 
116 or 118 of the 133 members of the two 
houses of the assembly, but probably a 
dozen populists and republicans will slip 
in and this will subtract somewhat from 
the figures stated. 


Colonel Samford has secured about 200 


votes in the state convention. He needs 
only about fifty more to win, but there 
is talk of a combination against him. Mr. 
Waller, who ran second in the guberna- 
torial race, has a well organized support 
of about 135 or 140 votes, and is the second 
choice of many another delegation. Gen- 
eral Shelley has sixty or seventy votes 
in the convention and Mr. Stallings has 
the remainder of the 34 convention votes. 
Good generalship, therefore, will have 
considerable to do with naming the next 
executive.

STRIKING ITALIANS © 


READY FOR BATTLE 


Strikers at Cornell Dam Will 
Fight New Workmen. 


NO WORK 1S NOW GOING ON 


Five Hundred Equipped Deputies Are 
Guarding the Property, 


LEADER = ROTELLA TALKS OUT 


He Declares That if Outside Labor 
Is Brought to the Works the 
Strikers Will Keep Them 
Idle if It Takes Battle 
with Troops. 


Croton Landing, N. Y., April 15.—While 
everything is quiet and peaceful in the 
neighborhood of the Cornell dam tonight, 
where Italians are on a strike for in- 
creased wages, nearly 300 armed deputies 
are guarding the works and each one of 
them is guessing what tomorrow may 
bring forth. The striking Italian labor- 
ers, whose homes are in the vicinity of 
the works, are behaving quietly, but are 
doggedly determined. State Auditor Del- 
ehanty and Italian Consul Branchi are 
making strenuous efforts to effect a set- 
tlement. The strikers swear that if out- 
side labor is brought here they will fight 
tooth and nail to prevent it. Angelo Ro- 
tella, who is the recognized leader of 
the strikers, said tonight: 


“This is a fight to a finish. We earn 
more money than we are receiving and 
the contractors must pay us for our 


work. The state should protect us and | 


instead of sending deputies and soldiers 
to help the bosses, they should compel 
them to treat us rightfully. 
just cause. We only ask for fair play. 
If the bosses attempt to bring the other 
laborers “wre we shall prevent any work 
being done, and if the military comes 
to help them we will fight the soldiers. 
The bosses will have to give us our 
rignts and until they do so not another 
stone will be put in its place on the big 
dam.’”’ 

The strikers are all well armed with 
guns and pistols, while the sheriff's dep- 
uties have only long night sticks and 
32-caliber revolvers. The deputies are in 
a valley, while the strikers command the 
adjoining hill. With the guns the Ital- 
ians could riddle the sheriff's men, who 
in turn could not send a bullet from 
their revolvers half way up the hills in 
case a fight should take place. Most of 
the deputies are being fed at a nearby 
boarding house. They claim they are in- 
sufficiently fed, made to work over time, 
and threats of a strike among them were 
rife today. 

The feature of the day was the min- 
gling of the strikers and the deputies at 
the Easter service in the _ little Roman 
Catholic chapel in the valley, which was 
built by the contractors. The majority 
of the congregation is made up of the 
strikers and their families and it was 
feared that when they would come in 
contact with the minions of the law 
there would be trouble. The very oppo- 
site occurred, as the men greeted each 
other amicably. 

Rev. Father J. J. Owens, the parish 
priest, celebrated the Easter Sunday 
mass and in addition to the regular choir 
there was a mandolin and guitar quintet, 
the leader of which was the leader of 
the -strikers, Angelo Rotella. Father 
Owens counselled the strikers to obey 
the law and shun the saloons. 


ROE ORDERS OUT STATE TROOPS 


Five Hundred Militia Will Go to the 
Croton Dam. 

New York, April 15.—General Roe an- 
nounced tonight that he had received a 
formal written demand from Sheriff Mal- 
loy, of Westchester county, this morn- 
ing to call out 500 troops to go immediate- 
ly to the scene of the Italian laborers’ 
strike at the Croton dam. 

General Roe has decided to order out 
early tomorrow morning the fourth sepa- 
rate company of Yonkers; the eleventh 
separate company of Mount Vernon: 
squadron A, of New York and troop C, 
of rooklyn. 

General Roe gave as his reason for or-

Greater Than the Oregon. 

The pride of the navy has been the 
Oregon. The Georgia will be over 100 feet 
longer than this famous battleship, which 
performed such remarkable feats during 
the Spanish war, will have a displacement 
4,000 tons greater than the Oregon and 
will have at least three knots greater 
speed. The Georgia will be 460 feet in 
length, which is sixty feet longer than 
the cruiser Brooklyn, and the beam will 
be seventy-five feet, as against the Brook- 
lyn’s sixty-five. 

The Georgia will show increased dimen- 
sions over the new Maine, which was de- 
signed on the eve of the war with Spain 
with the avowed purpose that she should 
be the equal of any battleship afloat. 
The Maine, which is now In the process 
of construction, has a length of 388 feet 
and a displacement of 12,000 tons, as com- 
pared to the Georgia’s 460 feet and 15,000 
tons displacement.

Washington, D. C., April 15.—Secretary 
Long’s implied willingness to accept the 
republican nomination for the vice pres- 
idency, as inferred from the statement 
made by him on that subject yesterday, 
was a matter of general comment in 
Washington today. It set the republican 
slatemakers to thinking, and for the 
time being has seriously upset the calcu- 
lation of those who believed that the 
honor would go to one of a half dozen 
others mentioned for the vice presidency.

SENATE THIS WEEK 


Alaskan Code Bill and Quay Resolution 
Demand Attention. 


THE SUBSIDY SHIPPING BILL 


Frye and Hanna Want the Measure 
Disposed of Now. 


PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT WILL BE UP 


Both Branches of Congress Have 
Programmes for the Next 
Six Days.

Washington, April 15.—The senate will 
continue during the week to devote ifs 
attention to the Alaskan code bill, the 
Quay resolution and the bill providing for 
the temporary government of the Philip- 
pine islands. There also will be more or 
less sparring for place on the part of the 
friends of the Nicaraguan canal, chief 
among whom is Serator Morgan, of Ala- 
bama. FPussibly also Senators Frye and 
Hanna will make an effort to bring the 
subsidy shipping bill up, but the chances 
are that no move wiil te made in that 
direction until after some of the measures 
before the senate are disposed of. 

Senator Carter will try on Monday to 
get a day fixed for a vote on the Alaskan 
bill. There are only two amendments of 
importance remaining to be acted upon 
in connection with that measure, and it is 
thought theee could te disposed of at a 
very early date if the friends of the 
Alaskam bill will agree to assist in the 
taking up of other legislation when it is 
out of the way. Senator Morgan seems at 
present inclined to hold up the code Dill 
until he can receive some assurance of 
the canal bill, but so far has apparently 
not been successful in that direction. 

There alse is a noticeable dispostiion to 
use the Agaskan bill and the Philippine 
bill to delay the taking up of the sub- 
sidy bill. The democrats in .he senate 
are practically united in opposition to the 
subsidy proposition. Senator Lodge, in 
charge of the Philippine bill, gnnounces 
it to be his purpcse to for a vole 
on it whenever the democrats make an 
opening for such suggestion. Apparently, 
nowever, he is not very sanguine of suc- 
CeSS. 

Senator Hear has given notice of @ 
speech on the Philippine question on Tues- 
day next, and he is expected then to fully 
cutline nis views on the question of ex- 
pansion, 

Late in the week reperts probably will 
be made on some of the appropriation bills 
now in committee. It also is provable 
that a report will be made in the Clark 
case during the week. The report has 
been drafted in the rough by Senators 
Chandler and Turley, and will be laid be- 
fore tha committee on elections as soon 
as completed. 

Senator Chandler announces it to be his 
purpose to ask to have the question taken 
up in the senate as soon as the report is 
flied. 

The week in the house will be largely 
taken up with the consideration of the 
naval appropriation bill; over which there 
promises to be a protracted struggle, The 
whole question of armor plate, except that 
for the Maire, Wiseonsin and Missourli, 
will be fovght out. The minority mem- 
bers of the committee, led by Mr. Wheel- 
er, of Kentucky, will wake a strong 
fight for the establisnment of a guovern- 
ment armor plate factory as the bast solu- 
tion of the vexed piobiem. An attempt 
also will be made by the minority of the 
committea for the building of ships in 
government yard. Before the naval Dill 
is taken up tomorrow Chairman Marsh, 
of the committee on militia, will be recog- 
nized to move the passage, under sus- 
pension of the rules, of the pill to appro- 
priate $1,000,000 for the militia for the 
several states. Fridny will be given up to 
the committce on war claims under the 
rule, and Saturday has been set aside for 
paying trilpte to the mejtory of the late 
Representative Evan P. Settle, of Ken- 
tucky.

ORGANIZATION IS FORMED 


Known as “The Southern Cotton 
Producers’ Association.”’ 


RESOLUTIONS UNAMMOUSLY PASSED 


An Endeavor Will Be Made To Have 
Merchants and Bankers Aid 
the Farmers. 


LaGrange, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—One 
of the most enthusiastic farmers’ meeting 
that was ever held in Georgia was held 
in the courthouse of Troup county vyes- 
terday. In fact, two sessions were held, 
one in the forenoon and one fn the after- 
noon. To many the meeting was a sur- 
prise, as .it had not been advertised 
through the papers at all. The leading 
epirits of the movemergé invited Mr. C. H. 
Jordan to deliver an address to the farm- 
ers, and upon his acceptance, they went 
quietly to work to have the farmers come 
in and hear him. About two hundred 
were present, and took a lively interest in 
all that was said and done. The aim and 
purpose of the meeting is for the farmers 
to band themselves together in an organ- 
ization for the purpose of the better mar- 
keting the cotton crop, of, if necessary, 
to hold the cotton each season until it will 
bring a fair compensation to the produc- 
er. One of the speakers said that if this 
organization be called a trust, it surely 
benefit all classes, 


one. 

Judge F. M. Longley was made chair- 
man, and Mr. N. R. Hutchinson, secre- 
tary, of the organization, which is to be 
Styled “The Southern Cotton Producers’ 
Association.’ It was unanimously agreed 
that the first man who attempts to drag 
this organization into politics be killed, 
and to show that it is non-political, while 
the great majority of our farmers in 
Troup are democrats, Colonel J. H. Tray- 
lor, the nominee for governor on the pop- 
ulist ticket, is put on as a delegate to the 
state meeting to be held in Macon on May 
12th.

There- 
fore, when Mr. McKinley sent in his 
message declaring it to be our plain 
duty to admit the products of Porto 
Rico to our markets free, Mr. Foraker, 
with the modesty that is his most dis- 
tinguishing characteristic, introduced 
a bill in the senate proposing a modi- 
fied tariff. 

_ To his surprise, and probably to his 
disgust, he soon discovered that this 
was precisely what Mr. Hanna ang the 
administration really wanted. and once 


heels of the republican manager. Be- 
ing thus caught in his own trap. Mr. 
Foraker has industriously tried to 
make the best of a very disagreeable 
situation. He has not only descended 
from his high-horse, but appears to 
have disposed of the animal altogether 
as a dangerous creature to take a fal!

To the best of his ability he has fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of Hanna. and 
the probability is that Mr. McKinley 
has given him more than one word of 
encouragement.

The Other Side of Intensive Farming. 
The discussion now going on in Ger- 
many over the intensive values which 


'have been put into land by new pro- 


cesses. develops a theory that the di- 
version of the products from food sup- 
plying to the meeting of other calls, 
has defeated itself. 

There is a deficit in the food crops 
of Germany, and the cry of agricul- 
tural protection against the cheaper 
foods of America has been raised. It 


'is pointed out that conservative states- 


men of agrarian tendencies recall the 
good old times when the German states 
raised substantially their whole supply 
of bread and meat, and they assert that 
if the vast sums now expended each 
year for imported food materials were 
spent for fertilizers and in improving 
and increasing the flocks and herds of 
the Fatherland, the old-time independ- 
ence could be re-established. It may be 


of interest to ex2mine briefly. some of 


the conditions which have led to the 
present annual deficit in home-grown 
food products, and what the proposed 
independence of imported supplies 
would involve. The question of food 
supply has a direct relation to that of 
population. Can the products of the 
farm, the diary and garden be augmen- 
ted until they overtake and thence- 
forward keep pace with the steady in- 
crease of population, which under mod- 
ern scientific sanitation and improved 
conditions of living is growing at a 
pace which neither war nor emigration 
nor other adverse influence can more 
than feebly counteract? 

Consul General Mason figures that 
during the past century the population 
of the territory which now constitutes 
the German empire has increased from 
about twenty million to fifty-six mil- 
lion souls—that is, has nearly trebled. 
A similar rate of increase would give 
Germany at the close of the twentieth 
century a population of nearly or quite 
one hundred million. How is this vast 
multitude to be fed, not only a hun- 
dred years hence, but during the next 
twenty or thirty years? On this point, 
the teachings of past experience, al- 
though inconclusive, are not without a 
suggestive interest. The consul agent 


says: 


At the recent centennial anniversary of 
the Agricultural High school, of Berlin, 
Professor Max Delbruck stated in a for- 
mal address that during the past hun- 
dred vears the agricultural products of 
the present territory of Germany had 
nearly quadrupled. Scientific culture and 
fertilizing, skillful drainage and rotation 
of crops, improvement of seed and free- 
dom from the destruction and waste of 
local wars have operated favorably 
that the increased production per acre 
during even the past ten years has been 
19 per cent for rye, 10 per cent for wheat, 
8 per cent for barley and 25 per cent for 
potatoes. How much higher the produc- 
tiveness of German soil can be pushed 
by such intensive methods as are within 
the reach of the average farmer, which 
will not raise the cost of his crop beyond 
all reasonable relation to both its value 
in the world’s market and to the ability 
of the German people to buy it for food, 
is the vital but unknown element in the 
ealculation. 

But, while good husbandry has done 
much and may yet do more to increase the 
products of German. asfriculture, there has

Necessity for Revenue Reform. 

We have already drawn attention to. 
the great abuse of the taxing power, 
exhibited by a surplfis collection in two 
years of $150,000,000. 

The people consented to the new rev- 
enue tax to meet the exigencies of war, 
and not as a permanent imposition upon 
themselves. A substantial reduction or 
the repeal altogether of the stamp taxes 
is called for and should be granted. 
That we are able to dispense with these 
taxes is fully shown by a statement 
concerning the condition of the treas- 
ury as follows:

In his letter to congress, January 10, 
19%0, the secretary of the treasury said: 
“The revenues are now largely exceeding 
disbursements from month to month, and 
seem likely to do:so for an indefinite 
time. 

In addition to coNecting these enormous 
revenues, the treasury department has 
recently discharged more than _ $20,000,000 
of the public debt by the purchase of 
bonds not yet due. 

The existence of over $300,000,000 cash in 
the treasury means that the government 
not only has the required gold reserve 
($150,000.000 under the law just passe), 
but that it also has on hand more than 
$150.000,000, additional, available for any 
possible emergency. 

With this enormous sum on hand and 
unused, the government is still co lect- | 
ing not only taxes enough to pay all 
necessary expenses, but is exacting 
from the taxpayers seven or eight mill- 
ion dollars every month in excess of all 
needs. This is true, even if we assume 
that the present mflitary expenses will

While en- 
joying the golden fruits of export skill, 
allowance must be made for the man 
abroad who furnishes the table. An 
artificial condition has been created 
which brings with it difficulties as wel? 
as advantages, so that the statesman 
who builds up a high protective wall 
for one class of citizens but crushes out 
the hopes of another class, unless he 
can devise a method by which all can 
be equally benefited is at a loss what 
to do.

The Marietta mills will 
market this season all classes of goods 
made from mercerized yarn, such 4s hos- 
iery, underwear, suspenders, gloves and 
very fine fabrics of dress goods. 

The business was started three years 
ago on $7,500, but the capital now invested 
is $65,000. A big dye plant has just start- 
ed up with a capacity of four times the 
product of the mills, which is 1,600 dozen 
per day. 


The chemical process of mercerizing can- 
not be described in this brief space, but a 
strong, caustic soda lye is the main thing 
used in mercerizing. 

Mr. R. H. Northcutt is president cf the 
mills, and he and his enterprising associ- 
ates are to be congratulated upon their 
success in building up a great industry.

Washington, April 15.—(Special.)—The 
advices from Ohio to the effect that the 
anti-Bryan elements propose to muddy 
the waters out there and send an un- 
friendly delegation to the national con- 
vention are not given much consideration 
among democratic leaders here. There 
is a disposition to believe that Mr. Mc- 
Lean, who is in practical control of the 
party organization in the Buckeye State, 
may consider it to his advantage to have 
an unpledged delegation at his disposal, 
but nobody who knows him believes that 
he seriously considers the possibility of 
the nomination of any other man than 
Bryan. It is the opinion of some people 
that Mr. McLean himself would not be 
averse to seeing Admiral Dewey accept 
second place on the democratic ticket, 
though it is regarded as more probablic 
that he will himself at the proper time 
loom up as a candidate for thgt honor. 

The announcement from Arkansas that 
Judge Caldwell will not be in any sense 
a candidate seems to leave the field so 
far as the vice presidency is concerned 
practically unoccupied. The silver repub- 
lican forces would like to see Mr. Towne,

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TOLD THE POLICE BY A WOMAR 


Although Bom of White Parents She Must Nevertheless. Be 
Classed as a Negro 


VICTIM OF A VILE SCHEME 


She Was Raised as a Negro and Was 
Marrled to a Stave, 


WAS SOLD AS A SLAVE HERSELE 


An Atlanta Judge, She Says, Reveal- 
ed Her True History to Her. 
Affair Is a Nine Days’ 
Wonder in Police 
Circles. 


There developed a story at the police 
barracks last night that can be described 
in no other way than vividly dramatic 
and highly sensational, 

It has as its plot the life history of a wo- 
man who is by birth a pure blooded Cau~- 
easion, and who yet is by social proscrip- 
tion and assignment a negress; a woman 
who tells a story which has every im- 
press of truth, and which reveals tne 
of the most infamous schemes to wreck a 
life that was ever perpetrated, 

“Yes, I am a white woman,” she ex- 
claims in one breath, and then the next 
moment she adds: 

“But by all laws I am @ negro wo-

man. 
Tre woman is Martha Venebrooks, and 
she was taken in custody by Call Officers 


Cornett and Garner last night. It was: 


her arrest which made the woman tell 
the story which so startled the police and 
which is regarded as one of the strangest 
affairs that has ever come within police 
jurisdiction in Atlanta. 

It was reported at the police barracks 
several times last week that a white wo- 
man was living with negroes in an alley 
near the corner of Piedmont and Auburn 
avenues. 

Why the Arrest Was Made. 

Last night the call officers went to the 
alley and- found Martha Venebrooks liv- 
ing in a negro house with several negroes. 
She was taken to the police barracks 
and held for investigation. It is such a 
rare thing for a white woman to be found 
in a negro dwelling that the officers of the 
law always look upon the matter with 
suspicion and believe the woman is a 
crook of some kind and a character to be 
investigated. 

When the woman reached the police 
barracks she was asked the question: 

“Are you a white woman or a negress?”’ 

Then came the startling and strange re- 
ply: 

“lt am both. I am a white woman by 
blood. as white as the purest Caucasian 
in this land, and yet I am, so far as the 
police and the law is concerned, a ne- 
gress.” 

She Tells Her Strange Story. 

When further questioned by a reporter 
of The Constitution for explanation of the 
rather ambiguous statement the woman 
replied: 

“T never like to tell the story of my 
unfortunate life, but I reckon I will have 
to, This is the first time I was ever ar- 
rested. I was born before the war near 
Augusta, Ga., and my mother and my 
father were both pure blooded Caucasians, 
but they were not married. I have been 
told that my mother belonged to a most 
respectable family. I had to be got out 
of the way. I was a waif and they gave 
me away to a mulatto man and woman 
named Mitchell. The woman, Liza Mitch- 
ell, died in Atlanta wn Fort street. I 
was raised believing myself her child, 
and. of course, I was raised as a negro 
slave. And that was not all. I was mar- 
ried to a black negro and with him sold 
asaslave. Years after the war I learned 
the true story of my birth, but I was 
a negress and I had to remain so.” 

Showed Her Gray Hairs. 

The woman paused in her story, and, 
taking off. her hat, showed the. black hair, 
tinged with gray. It was straight and 
Icng. 

“You can see how old I am,” she said, 
“for { am very gray.” 

“How did you learn about yourself?” 
she was asked. 

“Why, the late Judge Wright, of At- 
lanta, told me,” she replied. “‘He knew 
my history and one day he sent for me 
and told me everything. He .told me 
that I was sent away to the mulatto wo- 
man when I was a few days old, and 
that the people who owned the mulatto 
Were relatives of my mother. The judge 
Went so far as to tell me that if I cared 
to go into the courts and assert my legal 
rights I could obtain a legacy, but I de- 
clined to do so. Time, fate and social 
law had made me a negro and I decided 
that it was just as well to remain so un- 
til I died.” 

The Turnkey in a Quandary. 

The turnkey led the woman with the 
remarkable history to the city prison to 
lock her up. He-paused-and said to an- 


- Other officer: 


“Say, I am in a quandary whether to 
Put this woman among the negro WO- 
men or the white women.” 

There was some discussion over the 
Matter and there was a difference of opin- 
lon. But the woman settled it herself by 
Saying: 

“Lock me up in the negro department. 
The white woman with my soul has been 
dead ever since her birth. The woman 
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that stands here before you is, as I have 
Said, to all intents ana purposes a negress 
and will have die as such.” 

She was locked up in the negro depart- 
ment at her own request. 

The police are talking a great deal 
about the affair, for nothing in a long 
while has been considered by them so 
wonderfully strange as this woman’s life 
history, 


DR. MICKLEJOUN IS DEAD 


Injuries from Fall Through Elevator 
Shaft Were Fatal.

HE WILL BE BURIED TODAY 


His Son Came from Macon Yesterday. 
The Deceased Was Born in Ma- 
con Fifty-Four Years Ago. 


The serious injuries sustained by a fall 
Saturday night resulted in the death of 
Dr. Frank M. Micklejohn Sunday morn- 
ing about 3 o’clock. 

AS was stated in yesterday's Constitu- 
tion, the ccctor fell through an elevator 
shaft at the Kimball House and his left 
thigh and right leg were broken. The in- 
jury, however, which caused his death is 
said by the Grady hospital physicians to 
have been concussion of the brain. 

Dr. Micklejohn was cashier of the sa- 
loon, the barbe shop and the poolroom 
for twelve years and he was widely known 
in the city. 

He was born in Macon, Ga., fifty-four 
years ago. Until he was forty years of 
age he ‘ived in his native city and four- 
teen years ago he came to Atlanta. For 
many years he was an engineer on the 
Central railroad. 

He was married twice, his last marriage 
being in Atlanta a short while ago. 

He leaves an only son, Frank M. Mickle- 
john, Jr.,- who resides in Macon. Mr. 
Micklejohn came to Atlanta yesterday 
morning as soon as he heard of his fa- 
ther’s death. 

Just how the accident occurred is not 
definitely known. Dr, Micklejohn was by 
himself and was last seen in the Kimball 
House kitchen. He fell from the kitchen 
to the paved basement, a distance of forty 
feet. It is believed that he attempted to 
lower himself to the basement on the ele- 
vator and missed his footing and fell 
through the shaft. 

The injured man was taken to the Grady 
hospital, where he died with his wife at 
his bedside. 

The funeral will occur this morning at

ENGINEER AND FIREMAN DEAD 


Fast Running Through Freight Train 
Strikes a Mule. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 15.—A through 
freight train on ‘he Memphis division of 


the Southern railway struck a mule and |

Officials Will Try to Protect Cattle 
from Fever. 


U. S. AUTHORITIES TO ACT 


Assistant Commissioner Wright To 
Go to Infected District. : 


OFFICIALS WILL MEET ON BORDER 


The Counties To Be Placed Under 
Cattle Quarantine Are Rabun, 
Towns and Union. 


The United States authorities, through 
the bureau of animal industry, at Wash- 
ington, have requested of the state offi- 
cials of Georgia the quarantine of three 
counties in the northern portion of the 
State for the protection of the cattle of 
Georgia and North Carolina. 

In response to a request from the 
Washington officials Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture R. F. Wright will 
leave the last of this week for a place 
agreed uvon near the North Carolina 
and Georgia border, where he will join 
D. E. Salmon, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, and Dr. Cooper Curtis, 
State veterinarian of North Carolina. 
An effort will be made to define the ex- 
act limits in which ‘‘Texas fever’ is 
prevalent among cattle, and ascertain- 
ing this the party will leave for Wash- 
ington to draw up the order and provi- 
Psions of the quarantine. The following 
territory in the state has been defined 
by Chief D. E. Salmon as that of in- 
fection: 

“The whole of the counties of Union 
and Towns and that of Rabun county ly- 
ing north and west of a line drawn from 
its western aorner, near the mouth of 
Wildcat creek) in an easterly direction 
through Charlie mountain, Glassie moun- 
tain and Tiger mountain, and along the 
ridge following Stekoa creek to Dick 
creek, thence northerly through Rainy 
mountain, Hogback ridge, Pinnacle, 
Raven Knob, Rock mountain and Rabun 
Bald to the state boundary.”’ 


State Law for Quarantine. 


The state commissioner of agriculture 
is vested with authority and is instruct- 
ed by the legislature to quarantine any 
county or counties where ‘“‘Texa@ fever’ 
and other infectious complaints are no- 
ticed among cattle. There have been 
notices from time to time of the pres- 
ence of fever in the cattle herds of north 
Georgia, but heretofore the commission- 
er has been without the means of com- 
plying with the direction of the legisla- 
ture. The United States authorities have 
now Offered to assist in the quarantine 
and Commissioner Stevens and his as- 
sistant, Captain R. F. Wright, propose 
to take advantage of the offer and effect 
the quarantine of the district mapped 
out. 

The impression seems to be held at the 
department of animal industry that the 
type of fever in Union, Towns and Ra- 
bun counties is the most exaggerated 
found anywhere in the south, but as a 
matter of fact the officers who have in- 
spected the cattle pronounce the fever 
the very mildest type, which barely de- 
mands quarantine. 

The quarantine proposed for the dis- 
trict will prevent cattle’ from being 
brought into the three counties, as well 
as prevent the removal of any in the 
counties to other points. 

The three officials who will meet at the 
end of this week on the Georgia-Carolina 
border will spend several days in going 
over the district, making inspections in 
order to ascertain the limits of the in- 
fection. Completing this, Commissioner 
R. F. Wright will go on to Washington 
and assist in the preparation of the 
quarantine, which is to be effected with- 
out conflict with interstate laws. 

The request made by the government 
of the commissioner of agriculture is a 
peculiar one, but it contemplates a step 
for which the law of Georgia has al- 
ready provided, and in which Commis- 
sioner Stevens agrees to the fullest ex- 
tent.

All Passenger Trains on Time. 
Asheville. N. C., April 15.—All passen- 
ger trains on Southern railway arrived 
and departed on time here today. Rail- 
road authorities say arrangements are 
perfected for moving six freight trains 
each way on all divisions in North Caro- 
lina tonight. Western Union has estab- 
lished connection west and south, which 
enables it to handle all business except 
to local points. Wires are still being cut 
in local territory. Railroad and Western 
Union people say they have operators in

Strikers Cut Wires. 
Raleigh, N. C., April 15.—(Special.)—The 
striking Southern railway  telegraphers, 
after midnight last night, cut eleven wires 
at the city park, a mile west of Raleigh. 
so the wires would fall across a trolley 
wire. Among the wires cut were one 
railway, eight Western Union and two 
Bell telephone wires. As soon as the 
trolley current was put on this morning 
telegraph instruments in several offices 
west of here were burned out; also some 
telephones. 
The wire cutting was done by profes- 
sional linemen who thoroughly knew their 
business. It is thought that the strikers 
have with them two or three linemen who 
do the cutting. 
News from Asheville today is that there 
is great sympathy for the strikers among 
all classes of railway employees, and that 
on all sides are heard threats against 
scabs. A number of operators at the 
smaller stations west of Asheville are said 
to be “on the fence” waiting for some- 
thing to turn up. Western Union line- 
men and the trackmen are patrolling the 
tracks, but the cutting goes on, as there 
are more strikers than linemen. Yester- 
dav afternoon twelve train crews were at 
Asheville waiting for orders, which could 
not be had. 
The strikers were giving out the news 
that engineers and firemen would join 
them. ‘There was more trouble today at 
Selma. east of here, but this afternoon an 
operator was sent there. Some railwey 
police are on duty there, and the wire 
is working. 
Wire cutting was 
near Durham. 

All Freights Are Running. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April 15.—There 
was no change in the strike situation on 
the Southern railway at this point today. 
All trains arrived and departed on pretty 
near schedule time. All freight trains 
were running today. The strikers state 
that the company is running their freight 
trains by card schedule time. It is 
claimed by the strikers that all the men 
are out be@ween this city 
ville, but this was promptly denied by 
the railroad officials. All trains arrived 
on time from Knoxville today and tonight. 
Strikers appeared in all the rail- 
road yards here today and pasted 
on box cars a circular calling 
on all union railroad men to refuse 
to handle cars shipped by the Southern 
railway. So far this appeal has had no 
observable effect. 

Wires cut on the Alabama Great South- 
ern yesterday have been repaired. It 
was expected that the labor unions of 
this city would hold a joint meeting here 
today to take action ‘ooking to assist- 
ance for the strikers and the indorsement 
of their action, but no meeting was held. 
A. E. Stilwell, organizer for the strikers, 
in this city, claims tonight that a number 
of men joined the strikers on this division 
today; that the railroad is badly tied up, 
and the strike is gaining favor daily.

A few days ago Charley Reed, a negro, 
was convicted in the court and 
lined. He cculd not pay the fine, and was 
sentencel to work the city two or 
three weeks. It is a custom to detail city 
now and then, to work around 
the polies barracks, cleaning up, scouring 
out and doing edd jobs for the custodian. 

Charley Reed was detailed to work for 
the custodian last week, and was a svrt of 
trusty, and was permitted to walk about 
the barracks ad libitum 

Yesterday morning, while Charley was 
scrubbing on the second fluor of the prison 
he was spoken to by the white man in the 
cetention room. The white man wanted 
Charley to go after a couple of cigars, 
and gave the negro a dime. Charley went 
off and returned with the cigars. An hour 
Or two laier the white man wanted some- 
thing and the smallest change he 
had was a five-dollar bill. He gave the 
bill to Trusty Charley without any sus- 
picion or misviving. 

And Charley never came back. 

There was a limit to his honesty, and 
while a dime couldn't budge it, a five- 
dollar bill was over the limit,

SEVENTH PAPER. 


It is intended to give a series of papers on the more important insects and plant dis- 
eases destructive to field and orchard crops in the south, Especial attention will be given 
to the best methods of preventing these injuries, and the writer hopes that those who have 
sustained loss from these causes may find this discussion of interest, and that they may be 


able to reclaim, to a great extent, these losses. 


A set plan of discussion will not necessa- 


rily be adhered to, and any one desiring information on a certain insect or fungous disease 
is invited to write to the editor of the F, & F. Department concerning it and the answer 
will appear in due time. By this means those insects and diseases of must interest to 
farmers and orchardists will receive earlier consideration than might otherwise occur.

LIFE HISTORY AND HABITS. 

The winter is passed in the 
beetle stage in the ground or under trash 
where sufficient protection is afforded 
from the cold. They come from their 
Winter quarters during the warm spring 
with ravenous appetites and attack va- 
rious kinds of foliage with much vigor. 
At this time, they are not very particular 
as to what they eat, nor the condition 
in which it is in; dirty, tough and even 
poisoned foliage may be eaten with avid- 
ity. In the course of a few 
feeding, they become somewhat satiated, 
and are much more particular as to the 
condition. of their food. Coming from 
winter quarters, as they do, 
time that early cucurbits are pushing 
through the soil, these plants are attack- 
ed, and may be quite destroyed. 
four or five days of feeding, their hun- 
ger being appeased, mating usually be- 
gins. Their food is now confined prin- 
cipally to the tender parts of plants and 
flowers, and it is difficult to induce them 
to feed on foliage of any kind, coated 
with foreign substances, as any of the 
common arsenites. 

The eggs are dropped, according to Pro- 
fessor Sirrine, here and there on the vines 
or ground, as the beetles are feeding. 
The resulting larvae pass to the soil and 


come in contact with moist earth. These 
larvae are capable of doing considerable 
injury to cucurbit vines, by eating holes 
into the tissues, thus greatly weakening 
the plant and affording an entrance for 
various forms of decay. To the. fruit, 
of the cantdloupe particularly, injury 
consists mainly in causing a roughened 
and warty appearance on the side next 
to the soil, and to a certain extent ren- 
dering them less valuable for market pur- 
poses. length of the larval stage 
doubtless varies considerably, 
on the food supply.

“maturity, however, the pupal state is en- 


tered, in the course of a few days, from 
which condition adults emerge during the 
course of one or two weeks. The length 
of life of an adult may extend over a con- 
siderable period, according to Professor 
Sirrine, at least in New York state, where 
he found that the beeties seen in Septem- 
ber and October hibernate during the win- 
ter and ‘may live toward the end of July 
of the following summer. 

RBDMEDIAL AND PREVENTIVE 

MEASURES. 

Under this head could be collected an 
enormous amount of literature that has 
been written by entgmologists, editors of 
agricultural and horticultural papers, and 
others, during the last fifty or more years; 
but despite these voluminous writings, 
a simple and thoroughiy effective reme- 
dy is stiil a desideratum. There seems 
to be no one insecticide, or line of treat- 
ment, that is of itself satisfactory, and 
the best results doubtless to be ob- 
tained where methods are used 
in conjunction.

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Coiumbia} S. C., Aprilt 15.—(Special.)— 
At the First Presbyterian church here 
today the pastor, Rev, Samuel M. Smith, 
D.D., preached one of the most impres- 
sive and eloquent discourses ever heard in 
Columbia. His subject was “The Judg- 
ment of Opportunity,” and his text was 
taken from John xii, 31: “Now is the 
judgment of the world."’ Said Dr. Smith: 

By common consent mén call Adverse 
fortunes “‘trials;” this they do because 
such circumstances are supposed to try 
men, testing their character and revealing 
what there is in them. Those, however, 
who are at once both thoughtful and ob- 
servant will agree that good fortune is 
after all a severer test of character than 
evil fortune; men who successfully resist 


. the buffetings of adversity often succumb 


to the blandishments of prosperity, for 
the seductions of Capua prove more fa- 
tal to fife’s warriors than the stress of 
Cannae, 
The word rendered “judgment” in -the 
text, like most terms in frequent use, has 
acquired a variety of related but differing 
meanings—Ccontest, conflict, trial, discrim- 
ination, selection, separation, opinion, de- 
cision, judgment, condemnation; that 
which tests and weighs, discriminates and 
reveals, decides and determines—the 
whole process of probation, judicial de- 
termination in every stage of it from ar- 
raignment to verdict, from charge to sen- 
tence. 
All advantages and privileges exercise 
a judicial function. Man witting or un- 
witting is being perpetually judged and 
the verdict is being rendered with or with- 
out his will, with or without even his 
knowledge, in trifles not less than in mat- 
ters of moment. For example, let one 
enter a large picture gallery such as many 
of you saw in the art building at the Chi- 
cago world’s fair; if you can intelligently 
watch him as he saunters through the 
various departments crowded with paint- 
ings from many hands of many lands, you 
will see him ‘judged’ even in so simple 
an experience as this; his intelligence, 
his taste, his very character itself are put 
on trial. Observe the paintings that ar- 
rest his steps, is it the master-pieces that 
attract or the inferior work? Does he 
pause longest before those suited to in- 
spire high endeavor, or does his eye gloat 
over such, alas! as are suggestive of evil? 
Again, note the pleasures that a man 
seeks in hours of relaxation, mark the 
companions to whom ‘he is drawn for con- 
genial company, examine the books that 
lie nearest to his hand, observe the style 
which he effects in dress—by all these and 
countless other things, a man is being 
continually judged. 
While the judgment is incessant, there 
are certain occasions which are peculiar- 
ly judicial; to such an*occasion men as- 
sign the title “judgment” by way of pre- 
eminence when they call it a ‘“‘crisis’’— 
which term is simply the Greek word 
(krisis) in our text spelled in English let- 
ters—such periods the poet refers to when 
he says: 
“Everything that grows 
Holds in perfection but a single moment.” 
These moments are crucial, they are 
the epochs of sovereign opportunity and 
by them destiny is decided. Such 
transcendent moments are not marked 
by the extraordinary; they are not herald- 
ed by premonition nor aceompanied with 
parade nor followed by portent. The oc- 
casion passes unrecognized by the unre- 
flecting save for its decisive and alas! 
often irresversible results. : 
“Not an ear in court or market for the 
low foreboding cry 

Of those crises, God’s stern winnowers, 
from whose feet earth's chaff must 
fly; 

fever shows the choice momentous 

the judgment hath passed by.’’ 

As it is with opportunities of every 
sort in secular concerns, so is it also in 
the moral and spiritual sphere, The 
greater the opportunity, the more ijmpor- 
tant the crisis and the more far-reaching 
its effects. Such an opportunity pre- 
eminent above al] others was the coming 
of Christ, concerning which He said 
“Now is the judgment (crisis) of this 
word.” By His coming was the world 
judged, though few appreciated the fact. 
It was the supreme crisis of the world’s 

istory. a 

His missién was a saving one; He came 
not to condemn the world but to save it. 
As has-been said, however, it is of the 
very essence of opportunity to be judicial 
in character, he that is not saved by it, 
is by it inevitably and necessarily con- 
demned. 

Consider the case of a young man upon 
whom his father lavishes all indulgence; 
he enjoys every advantage, and boundless 
opportunities on all hands opens wide its 
blessed doors to him, but the boy is un- 
worthy of his high privileges, fails to 
appreciate his advantages or improve his 
opportunities. trifles away his time and 
goes to wreck and ruin. When he throws 
himself away, the depth of his fall is 
measured only by the height of his priv- 
ileges, Every advantage neglected, every 
privilege abused, every opportunity Wast- 
ed, cries condemnation against him. 

This is but an illustration of the fun- 
damental principle by which we instinct- 
ively measure responsibility; in accord- 
ance with thig principle our Savior speaks 
when, while asserting that He came not 
to condemn the world. He added “‘but he 
that believeth not, is condemned.” 
Christ’s coming into the world was 4 
judgment of the world because it reveal- 
ed the real nature of sin. 

But for His manifestations, the true 
character of sin might never have been 
known; its exceeding sinfulness, the 
depth of its depravity, the intensity of its 
hate for that which is good. Indeed one 
Of earth’s greatest philosophers illus- 
trates this fact when he says—Iideales: 
that he was—“‘Were virtue to come in- 
carnate into the earth the whole world 
won by its irresistible charm would fall 
down and worship it.’’ But actual his- 
tory negatives the beautiful thought, Im- 
maculate virtue did visit the earth; un- 
marred by a single imperfection, in guise 
winsome beyond compare, it came on 4 
ministry of mercy to sin and to this min- 
istry devoted Himself with the abandon 
of a divine affluence of self-sacrifice: but 
sin, simply maddened by the reproachfu! 
contrast of self-sacrificing sinfulness. 
stung into gratuitous hate by its silent 
Tebuke, siew virtue and mocked the de- 
Votion that gave His Jast breath to 4 
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In a 
history of the universe sin has oy Pe 
in its power once only, and then it mur- 
dered Him! Nowhere does it seem so 
heinous and sO hateful ag at the cross 
of Christ, 

So stratling a revelation of its real na- 
ture and character ‘constitutes a judg- 
ment; by this revelation every man is 
judged. With this. knowledge of what 
Sin is, any man that indulges it, dallies 
with it, excuses it, compromises wish it, 
Passes thereby under the condemnation 
of the cross of Christ. Its siient agony 
and ignomy condemn hig character with 
an emphasis as effective as though al 
Outraged nature cried outyin protest of 
horror. 

This coming of Christ is a judgment. 
again, in that it presents to man the 
highest moral, ethica] and spiritua! ideal. 


{fit for evil only. 


tion. One whom Christ repels is, so long 
as this condition contQ.ues, thereby proven 
The character that 1s 
not responsive to Christ would be home- 
less in heaven, would make a hell out-of 
beaven; as Milton makes Satan say: 
“Which way I fly is hell, myself am hell.” 

Attraction to Christ is the great law of 
spiritual gravitation; the soul that is not 
drawn into the circie of His blessed influ- 
ence and moves not around Him as cen- 
ter and source of light and life is ‘“‘eccen- 
tric,’ a -wandering star to which is re- 
served the blackness of darkness forever. 
Thus we see that the fundamental princi- 
Ple of spiritual affinity constitutes the 
revelation of Christ a judgment supreme 
and decisive, a verdict beyond appeal in 
the whole universe of God, if God be un- 
changeably holy. 

You will recognize in the discussion to- 
day one of the most intensely practical 
truths that could engage the concern of 
a rational, immortal] being. Men are prone 
to regard their future as a matter in 
Suspense and they, therefore, defer its 
decision to the day of judgment, as though 
it were in doubt until that day. The truth 
we have been hearing today shows that 
this common conception must be an obvi- 
ous error.

Testimony to the character of Christ 
has beenso universal and so uninimous, 
by both believers and unbelievers alike, 
that I need not pause here to enlarge 
upon it. All agree that in Him humanity 
reached its highest level. Such being the 
case, our only concern at this time is to 
appreciate the judicial character of this 
fact and to fasten attention upon it as 
constituting a crisis, a judgment. 

The revelation of a high ideal in any 
sphere judges the man to whom it comes. 
Let some great orator visit a university 
and give illustration of his wonderful 
power, and straightway every student of 
the institution is judged, or some re- 
nowned prima donna or virtuoso on the 
iano give a recital at a college for wo- 

en, at once every pupil in music is 
judged. The literary societies of the forim- 
er, and the practice rooms of the latter 
will illustrate my meaning; all dormant 
talents, all latent faculty will be awaken- 
ed and aroused. So likewise of the great 
warrior’s influence, the great poet’s, the 
the great author's. 

Exactly the same principle holds in the 
spiritual realm. Now and again in the 
experience of most men there come mo- 
ments of a divine discontent when some 
high thought or some noble example 
strikes a kindred chord long lying in 
slumberous silence and wakes a smoth- 
ered note, or some glimpse of loftier ideals 
flashes on the dimmed eye to start a 
yearning regret and one feels with vague 
pain and remorse that possibilities and 
capabilities for better things have cnce 
been within reach, the nemesis of guilty 
degeneracy—“I too might have done that’ 
or “I, too, might have been such an one 
—relics of the divine image originally im- 
pressed, but now disfigured by inveterate 
sin. All such experiences are judgments 

Thus was the world judged by the ideal 
Christ’s blessed life revealed; thus is 
every individual judged anew whenever 
and wherever the portraiture of His per- 
fect character is presented to an intelli- 
gence capable of understanding it. 

The judgment registers its verdict in 
the effect produced by the revelation in 
either case. As listening untouched to the 
master musician is palpable evidence of 
want of music in the soul, or hearing 
genuine oratory without kindling of kin-

He said in part: 

“When one shatters a vase it is gone 
forever.

When 
we part from our dead whom we put into 
the tomb from which Christ has risen we 
are filled with the blessed hope that we 
may see al'd know them again. 

“The resurrection 1s a dual thing. The 
body shall rise again in its same identity. 
The soul shall rise again from sin into the 
righteousness of Christ. 

“Man shrinks from dissolution of his 
body. God made it. We love it; we love 
those who have ministered to it. We love 
the eyes that have looked upon us. We 
come to leok upon the wrave as the 
transition place from this life to the next. 
Christ has robbed death and the grave of 
the terrors there, and as we hear His 
solemn truth, ‘I am the resurrection and 
the life,’ we believe on Pim, 

“The death of the body which we so 
dread is not to be compared to that other 
death, the soul’s undoirg. Every living 
Sinner is but a walking sepulchre of nis 
sin-dead scul, and the most marvelous 
resurrection in Christ is the renewal of 
life in the dead soul that is raised up to 
a belief on Him. sJt0d's great love toward 
us while we were dead and lost in sin is 
shown most amply in His gift to us of 
the Sun who should redeem us from death 
and sin. Man’s highest seeking is iife; 
we are looking for it and searching it ou. 
Save for the teaching of the Son of God, 
our longing would be in vain. Christ 
asks, ‘Why seek ye ‘he living among the 
dead?’ We should not so seek. When we 
seek God and Christ and life we must look 
up; we must go on high—we neust seek 
those things that are above.

EASTER SERMONS HEARD 
IN ATLANTA PULPITS 


“Consider the lilies of the field how they 
grow.”’ 

Nature uttered these beautiful words of 
divinity to the hearts of Atlantians when 
they arose Easter morning. For nature in 
her moods has texts, and he who did not 
catch the inspiration of this one has in 
him none of the common sensibilities that 
lift man to a kinship with God, 

The day spoke of the lilies from the 
first sun kiss of laughing Aurora to the 
crimson after-glow of eventide. The birds 
sang of lilies, The faint rustling of the 
new-born leaves whispered lilies, Child- 
hood prattled of the lilies. The faces 
you met on the crowded streets did not 
seem the faces you met yesterday. There 
was in them the benediction of the liiles. 

The attendance at frelig@us services 
was unusually large. In some of the lead- 
ing churches there wasestanding room 
only, With few exceptions the services 
were of the special character befitting 
Christendom’s glorious spring festival, 
and the symbolic lily shed its white purity 
everywhere—queen flower of the vernal 
banks of flower and follage prominent 
within the chancel. A number of choirs 
noted for their sweet singers and skilled 
musicians presented an Easter programme 
that was a treat.

He 
took his text from St. Luke, chapter xx, 
verse 35-36: ‘“‘But they which shall! be ac- 
counted worthy to gbtain that world, and 
the resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are givén in marriage; 

‘Neither can they die any more, for they 
are equal unto the angels; and cre the 
children of God, being the children of the 
resurrection.’’ 

He said in part: 

“The Son of God asserts the doctrine cf 
the resurrection rests upon the fac: of 
life after death as its sufficient basis. If 
life does not persist and survive that ex- 
periencs, the good might reappear through 
cr@ation. As for the wicked, in that event 
they would be barred back forever. God 
cannot create evil. On this basis for the 
doctrine, it stands for acceptance wholly 
on the word of the Son of God. He does 
not appeal to nature for its support. 
Nothing in nature affirms it. Her pro- 
cesses are not even the analysis of this 
amazing mystery. 

“The resurrection of the saints is nar- 
rower than the general resurrection; and 
that is the theme of this text. Of this we 
may say: 

‘It involves deathlessness. 

“Tt is conditioned upon righteousness. 

“It carries with it equality unto the 
angels. 

“It confers sonship to God.”

A very large congregation was present 
at yesterday morning’s services at Moore 
Memorial church. Dr. Holderby delivered 
a very practical and at the same time im- 
pressive sermon on “Resurrection Power,’ 
the text being part of the Apostle Paul's 
prayer, “That I may Know Him and the 
power of His resurrection.” 

After speaking of the difference be- 
tween the faith of the Jews, who only 
believed in Jesus up to the point of His 
death and burial, and of the Christians, 
who believe that He is also risen from 
the tomb, he continued: 

“T think that the great lesson we may 
learn today is that the resurrection of 
Jesus is always an incentive to duty and 
a help in time of trouble.

Christ. The disciples recognized this fact 
and, therefore, lost all faith in Jesus as 
they saw Him nailed to the cross. 

“The power Christ had before His death 
and that which He had after the resurrec- 
tion were entirely different. Great as 
was His power before His crucifixion, He 
possessed a greater spiritual power after 
He had broken the bonds of death. All 
the spiritual power we have comes from 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ. If we 
have not risen with Him then we are de- 
void of all this power. The'great need 
of the church is more of this resurrec- 
tion life and power which Christ had when 
He came forth master of death and hell. 
The secret with the apostle was that he 
had received resurrection power, and this 
is the secret of all the power in the 
church today. A practical lesson is that 
We need that power amidst all the sor- 
rows. and perplexities and trials of this 
life, the power of a sympathizing Christ 
who ds touched with a feeling of our 
infirmities, sympathizing with all of our 
sorrows, and the power of a Savior who 
can forgive sin. This power can keep 
and guide us through the dark places of 
life. If Jesus Christ was raised from the 
dead, we shall be raised spiritually; as 
He was raised bodily, we shall be raised 
bodily. The same poweg that opened the 
tomb of Joseph will break open every 
tomb in the world. This is true if the 
Bible is true. This is true or God is false, 
let scientists say what they will in their 
blasphemles. 

“As we see these beautiful flowers we 
are reminded that but for the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ no flower or tree would 
have bloomed on the earth again. I think 
that God so planned it that Christ should 
die in April when in many portions of 
the world the trees and flowers come 
to life again. Every flower now bursting 
into blossom would have lost all its beauty 
if Jesus had not risen from the tomb. 
Every form of life in this world is owing 
to the resurrection life of Jesus Christ.’’
